N.C.W.C. Activities 


Washington —(NC)— The last 
year was “another period of vast 
and fruitful activity” for the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence, Archbishop Francis P. 
one of Baltimore said here last 
week, 


Addressing the Annual General 
Meeting of the Archbishops and 
Bishops of the United States, the 
Chairman of the Admz.nistrative 
Board, N.C.W.C., gave no further 
appraisal of the last twelve 
months, but confined his annual 
report to a succinct presentation 
of the “highlights” of the period, 
which saw international and na- 
tional developments having “a ma- 
jor influence” on the programs and 
works of the Conference. 


The _ international _ situation, 
Archbishop Keough noted, contin- 
ued to be “tense and explosive.” 
At home, he added, the expanding 
defense program of the United 
States was in many ways “remin- 
iscent of World War II” and “ac- 
cordingly the N.C.W.C, found it- 
self concerned with a great variety 
of problems of vital concern to 
the Church.” 


Among the domestic happenings 
which presented special problems 
to the Catholic Church in this 
country last year, Archbishop 
Keough listed: 

The whole program for the ex- 
pansion of the armed forces; the 
effect of this program upon schools 
and other institutions; the pro- 
posal to establish Universal Mili- 
tary Training; the decision to en- 
list some 80,000 women in the 
armed forces; the question of pre- 
induction preparation for youths; 
the vast expansion of existing in- 
dustrial plants and the creation of 
new ones, with the resultant prob- 
lems of housing and community 
faculties, including churches and 
schools; the effects of rising pric- 
es and scarce materials on badly 
needed church, school and hospital 
construction; the role of religion 
and the clergy in the Civil Defense 
program; the rapidly expanding 
demands upon the United Service 
Organizations, including the Na- 
tional Catholic Community Service; 
school-aid legislation; legislation 
dealing with released time for re- 
ligious instruction; the effect of 
tax legislation and postage-rate 
increases upon Catholic institutions 
and works; anti-Catholic propagan- 
da throughout the country; immi- 
gration and naturalization legisla- 
tion, and the reception and care of 
Catholics visiting this country 
from foreign lands for purposes of

The schools throughout the Dio- 
cese will participate in American 
Education Week, November 11-17, 
which has for its general theme 
“Unite for Freedom.” It has been 
proposed that Diocesan schools be 
opened to the public during these 
days. This will afford a splendid 
opportunity of showing that train- 
ing the child for God, far from 
interferring, makes him much 
easier to train in good citizenship. 
It is the hope of Monsignor Dillon 
that all of the Diocesan schools will 
extend a most cordial invitation to 
all who would inquire about the 
Catholic school’s purpose, work, 
and achievements. It is, he stated,,. 
a fine way to bring to the atten- 
tion of the entire community the 
real fruits of Catholic education. 


It is, he pointed out, important 
that all should realize if there is 
to be true freedom in the world, 
there must be not only freedom 
from external force, but also the 
truth carried into the reality that 
every human being has certain 
rights as a human being. These 
rights must be recognized by all 
nations as well as by his neighbor. 
Thus he will be able to discharge 
freely his duties to God, Church, 
country, society, family and self. 


Noting the trend to divorce re- 
ligion from education, Monsignor 
Dillon pointed out that any system 
which fails to train the will as well 
as the intellect in the truths and 
will of God is not rendering full 
service to the child. In this connec- 
tion he referred to the statement of 
the Holy Father to the fourth 
Inter-American Congress on Cath- 
olic Education, wherein the Holy 
Father stated: 

“Education which is not moral 
and religious is mutilated in its 
highest and greatest function. It 
neglects the noblest faculties of 
man, deprives itself of the most 
efficacious and vital energies and 
ends by diseducating, by mixing 
errors and uncertainties with truth, 
vices with virtues, and evil with

“Early in July 1939,” writes Mr. 
Hull in his memoirs, “Welles 
(Sumner Welles, at that time Und- 
ersecretary of State) and I had 
discussed the advantages that 
might be gained through such re- 
lations (with the Vatican). We felt 
that the Vatican had many sources 
of information particularly with 
regard to what was occurring in 
Germany, Italy and Spain, which 
we did not possess. 


“At my suggestion, Welles wrote 
a personal letter to Ambassador 
Phillips in Rome, asking his opini- 
on. Phillips replied on July 19, 
recommending diplomatic relations 
and suggesting that a Protestant 
be named as the American repre- 
sentative.” 


According to Mr. Hull, President 
Roosevelt based his original sug- 
gestion “of a diplomatic representa- 
tive to the Pope solely on the refu- 
gee question,” and did “not mention 
the aspect which later assumed 
great importance to him, that the 
Vatican would be a factor in obtain- 
ing peace,”

The Notre Dame naval officer 
emphasized that during World War 
If United States submarines ac- 
counted for the destruction or 
damage of 65 percent of Japan’s 
maritime fleet. Commander Bob- 
ezynski hastened to point out that 
the German submarine offensive in 
the Atlantic was almost as effect- 
ive as our own in the Pacific, and 
that “two or three times the Ger- 
mans almost won the war in Eur- 
ope by sinking our supply ships 
for Britain and the _ continent 
faster than we could build them.” 


Should the United States be 
driven from Europe by the Soviet, 
according to Commander Bob- 


ezynski, it would be necessary to 
transport an army across the At- 
lantic to re-take the continent. A 
superior submarine force might 
prevent the United States from 
transporting such an army. 


Commander Bobezynski told the 
Notre Dame engineers that the 
United States is a maritime na- 
tion every bit as much as Japan. 
If an enemy power could cripple 
our fleet and merchant marine as 
we did to the Japanese, we might 
be forced to. seek “some kind of 
peace,” he declared.

(The Knights’ four-year national 
advertising program has carried 
Catholic messages to non-Catholic 
readers of the secular press, and 
has achieved much good. Only last 
July, the Knights of Columbus re- 
ported that 829,618 requests for 
Catholic literature had been 
prompted by the K. of C. advertis- 
ing. Over a million pamphlets had 
been distributed, and 70,673 per- 
sons enrolled for Catholic instruc- 
tion by mail in response to the 
Supreme Council’s advertisements.

A man who is well grounded in the 
testimonies of the Scripture is the 
bulwark of the Church — St. 
Jerome. 


Is there definite religious doc- 
trine taught in the Old Testament? 


Yes, considerable. We have re- 
ported that the books of the Bible 
are the most reliable — in fact the 
only — books dealing with ancient 
history. But they are also filled 
with religious doctrinal teaching, 
and it is because of this that the 
Jews in the Old Law and Christ- 


ians in the New regard them as 


their most precious treasure. 


St. Paul (2 Tim. 3:16) notes that 
“all Scripture inspired of God is 
profitable to teach, to reprove, to 
correct, to instruct in justice.” 


The ancient Persians and other 
pagan nations which surrounded 
Palestine, such as the Greeks and 
the Romans, know nothing of di- 
vine revelation made to individuals 
by God. They had a plurality of 
gods, none of them regarded as 
perfect beings. But the one thing 
emphasized in all the books of the 
Old Testament Scriptures is that 
there is only one God. 


What are some of the Scripture 


references to God such as Jews and 
Christians believe Him to be? 


There are too many to record in 
full. Over and over God reminds 
the Jews in the first book of the 
Bible “I am the Lord”; in Exodus, 
the second book, “I am the Lord, 
thy God.” In Deuteronomy the slo- 
gan used by the Israelites reads: 
“Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God 
is one Lord,” 

So certain were the Jews that 
there existed a personal God, Cre- 
ator of Heaven and earth, that 
David wrote in his 13th Psalm, 
“The fool has said in his heart, 
there is no God.” David also sings: 
“The heavens show forth the glory

of God and the firmament declares 
the works of His hands” (Ps. 
18:1). 

In the Book of Wisdom, we read: 
“All men are vain in whom there 
is not the knowledge of God.” 

In the Old Testament, because 
of the idolatry practiced all around 
the Israelites, it was not definitely 
revealed that this God existed in 
three persons. That revelation was 
made by Christ to the Apostles. 
But the Jews know Him to be a 
Spirit as Exodus (33:20) reports: 
“Thou canst not see Me; for man 
shall not see My face and live.”

Priest Tells Why Nurses 
Council Is A Necessity 


MRS. JOHN 


In a recent article by the Rev. 
James F.. Pritchard, spiritual direc- 
tor of the Albany Diocesan Coun- 
cil of Catholic Nurses, Fr. Pritch- 
ard pointed out the reasons why 
Catholic Nurses need their Council 
of Catholic Nurses. The reasons he 
gives bear repeating to the local 
deaneries of the Fort Wayne dio- 
cesan Council of Catholic Nurses. 
They are as follows: 


“The Council creates a new en- 
vironment for the Catholic Nurse, 
an environment which is charged 
with the light of right reason and 
the supernatural light that comes 
from the Life and teachings of 
Christ, an environment which en- 
lightens her and strengthens her 
against the other environments of 
the world. 

“The Council of Catholic Nurses 
is an organization through which 
the truths of religion and morals 
might be aptly proclaimed in the 
counsels of men, in civic assem- 
bhes, in professional organizations, 
in press and radio and other agen- 
cies that get the ear of rulers and 
ruled alike.

OU have read in the daily 
papers during the past year 
of the deep excavations which 
were made under the great Basilica 


t, Peter’s, Rome, supervised by 
oi oF archaeologists. Their purpose 
was to locate the tomb of St. Peter, 
which the earliest tradition held 
was located in the Cireus of Nero, 
over which the original St. Peter’s, 
Rome, was erected. 

st. Peter’s tomb was actually 
discovered, contain -relics of 
Christ’s personally nosen Vicar, 
the first Pope. All this points to 
the antiquity of the Catholic 
Church, which means that this 
Church dates back to the first cen- 
tury. During the age of persecu- 
tion, the Church was forbidden to 
conduct any divine services In any 
building at all.

thes Tell History Of Church 


‘In 1981 we observed the six- 
teenth ae of the erection 
of the Basilica known as St. John 
Lateran, which was the Church of 
the.Popes for many centuries. That 
church was dedicated or conse- 
crated by Pope St. Sylvester in the 
year 331, or more than 12 centur- 
les before there was a single Pro- 
testant on earth. 


On this 18th day of November 
the Church observes the feast of 
the dedication of the Basilica of 
St. Peter and Paulin Rome. In the 
Roman Breviary we read: “On 
that place Constantine the Great, 
Emperor of the Roman Empire, on 
the octave day of his baptism, ar- 
rayed in his royal garments and 
lying flat on the ground, shed pro- 
fuse tears as he selected the site 
for this particular church, which 
was dedicated by the same St. Syl- 
vester.” 


In the Breviary it tells the story 
of the dedication and mentions that

the same Emperor built another 
Basilica to the memory of St. Paul, 
which was also consecrated by 
Pope St. Sylvester, who decreed 
that hereafter the altar used in 
churches, must be made of stone. 
The present Basilica of St. 
Peter’s was started in the early 
sixteenth century. It is the largest 
church in the world, the most 
beautiful,-and possesses more art 
treasures than any other church. 
It was designed by Michaelangelo. 
The columns found the’ main 
altar were the work of Bernini and 
many paintings, all of which have 
recently been done in Mosaic, are 
masterpieces of the greatest art- 
ists who ever lived.

and results have just become 
known to us. In one city, at least, 
these new advertisements (some of 
which contain actual personalized 
“conversion stories”) have tripled 
the returns received from the na- 
tional advertising, and at no in- 
crease in cost. 


Family Of Converts 


An old friend gives us the story. 
He is Mark Gross, president of 
Mark Gross and Associates, In- 
dianapolis advertising agency. 
Mark’s father, Bill Gross, was for 
many years Editorial Editor of The 
News-Sentinel in Fort Wayne. We 
worked on his paper for a couple 
of years and became close friends. 
Bill Gross .died in 1945, shortly 
after he became a convert to the 
Church. Mark and his wife, and 
his mother and sister, all followed 
Bill into the Church after com- 
pleting an intensive study of re- 
ligion that began 17 years ago. 


Mark Gross’ interest in the 
Church, like that of many recent 
converts, has continued to increase 
almost from day to day. Among 
the many activities in which he has 
engaged is that of preparing ad- 
vertisements on Catholic belief for 
the secular press. His is a success 
story which we believe ean be du- 
plicated in many cities throughout 
the nation, 


His advertising agency asked 
some of the nation’s foremost 
Catholic convert writers to serve 
on a “Converts Panel”—to read 
and criticise all of his new Catholic 
ads before he would permit their 
publication. “Their cooperation and 
assistance were immediate and 
highly valuable,” he reports. “Each 
1S @ specialist in writing, and each 
knows Catholie doctrine. But, as 
former non-Catholics, they are 


aware of the psychological gap be- 


tween Catholic truth and the non- 
Catholic mind. Any good Catholic 
can state Catholic truth,” Mark 
told us, “but we sought and wel- 
comed the help of these converts 
who are experts in making Cath- 
olic truth plausible to the non- 
Catholic.” 


As a result, the new ads have 
set national and local records for 
reader-response, and won the arc- 
claim of prominent Catholics ac- 
ross the nation. In the first 36 
weeks of the new experiment, run- 
ning weekly in The Indianapolis 
Star, they pulled 13% times more 
inquiries per week than had ads 
of the same size in the same posi- 
tion in the same publication on the 
same day of the week throughout 
the preceding five years (1946 
through 1950). 

Sponsored by the Indianapolis 
Council of the Knights of Colum- 
bus, and appearing in a community 
where the Catholic-to-non-Catholic 
readership ratio is virtually iden- 
tical with that which obtains na- 
tionally, the new ads pulled an 
average of 47 inquiries a week 
(2.468 annually), as against the 
previous five-year Indianapolis 
average of only. 3% per week (182 
annually). 

At the same time, the new In- 
dianapolis ads have pulled at an 
inquiry-per-subscriber rate three 
times as great as that of the na- 
tional ads appearing in Indiana— 
and at about 26% less cost per in- 
quiry. 

The national ads pulled one in- 
quiry from about every 232nd In- 
diana subscriber in 1950—at a cost 
of about $1.63 each. The 36-week 
Indianapolis report shows that the 
new ads are attracting an annual 
average of one inquiry from every 
77th subscriber—at a cost of $1.20 
each. 

(The Indianapolis figures are 
based on results from every ad- 
vertisement run in the entire 36 
weeks, the least effective along 
with the most effective. Actually, 
a follow-up experiment, still in 
progress, already indicates that 
repeat-insertion of the eight most 
effective ads in the series can 
boost annual inquiries to one in 
every 51 subscribers while reduc- 
ing the cost to only 82c per inquiry. 
This projection is based upon 52 
weekly insertions of eight ads a

year, about six times each for those 
already tested on the Bible, Mary, 
Confession, Apostles, Pope, mar- 
riage, birth control and death. If 
as is now indicated, the still-great- 
er rate is attained in Indianapolis, 
the new ads actually will be at- 
trating inquiries from 41 times 
as many subscribers reached as 
have been responding to the nation- 
al ads—and at only half the cost 
per inquiry.) 

The Indianapolis results were 
obtained despite any “diluting” 
effect of the national ads, which 
were circulated simultaneously to 
an Indianapolis audience three 
times the size of that enjoyed by 
the Indianapolis ads themselves— 
and despite the fact that six of the 
first eight months of the Indianap- 
olis program were Spring and 
Summer months, generally acknow- 
ledged to be less effective “pulling” 
months than Fall and Winter. 


The Indianapolis advertising 
agency cites seven factors which 
it believes responsible for the un- 
precedented “pulling” power of 
the new advertisements: 


1. Their preparation and pre- 
publication “screening” by con- 
verts. As the agency puts it: “Each 
of these converts has made a 
specialty of writing, and each 
knows Catholic doctrine. But, as 
former non-Catholics, they also 
have a vivid memory not only of 
the logical—but, more importantly, 
of the psycho-logical—gap between 
Catholic truth and the non-Catholic 
mind. They are no better qualified 
than the native Catholic writer to 
express Catholic truth. But often 
they are far better qualified to 
make it plausible for the non-Cath- 
olic.” 

2. Use of the telephone, in addi- 
tion to mail, as an inquiry medium. 
As a result of urging readers to 
“nhone or write,” 479 (or 28%) of 
the 1,702 inquiries prompted in the 
first 36 weeks of the new Indianap- 
olis series were received by tele- 
phone. “Most of these telephone 
inquiries would have been lost al- 
together,” the agency believes, “if 
mail had been the only medium, 
Inquiries resulting from the na- 
tionally published ads undoubtedly 
could be increased by the thousands 
if more of them were inserted in 
newspapers at the local level and 
made to carry a local Catholie In- 
formation Bureau telephone num-

8. Weekly ads assure greater sus- 

taining of interest than monthly 
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of every week, 52 times a year, 
Catholic ads make more frequent 
Impact, hurl more frequent chal- 
lenge, cover more aspects of the 
Faith and assure more understand- 
able relating of those aspects to 
each other than do ads appearing 
at monthly and even less frequent 
Intervals only six and eight times 
a year. 

4. Once established, a newspaper 
Series is seen by more people. 
While it is true that national mag- 
azines permit a single advertise- 
ment to have more attention value 
on & given page, it is also true that 
certain formats can enhance the 
visibility of newspaper ads—and 
true, too, that local newspapers 
are seen by thousands who do not 
regularly subscribe to magazines 
and by those who do subscribe to 
magazines. 

5. Local schedules can be “tail- 
ored” for maximum “pulling pow- 
er.” With all scheduling controlled 
nationally from one central point, 
it is not possible to take advantage 
of the fact that, in certain com- 
munities, some topics may be 
bettere or poorer “pullers” than 
others. With local autonomy, it is 
possible to repeat certain ads as 
frequently as desired—and to omit 
others altogether. 


6. Local-level scheduling im- 
proves results and saves money by 
permitting economical “laboratory 
workshop” testing. No one ever 
knows, until the results are in, 
whether an ad of its caption or its 
subject or its format is going to be 
as effective as possible. Each needs 
to be changed, tried, switched 


amended, etc. until maximum 
“pull” is clearly established. 


7. Inclusion of a number of “testi- 
monial” ads. It is not a comforting 
thought that any large number of 
persons should respond to argu- 
mentum ad hominem and not to 
bare logic. But it is a fact. Inclu- 
sidn in the Indianapolis program of 
ads captioned “Why Senator Wag. 
ner Became a Catholic,” etc., re- 
sulted in inquiries from readers 
who never before had been prompt- 
ed by any other kind of Catholic 
ad to submit such an inquiry. (It is 
noteworthy, too, that such books as 
O’Brien’s Road to Damascus, 
Where I Found Christ and others 
containing personal accounts of 
conversion to the Faith enjoyed 
more than a 400% sales increase in 
Indianapolis book stores over a 15- 
week period after being mentioned 
specifically, from week to week, in 
the advertisements), 


Results of the Indianapolis ex- 
periment were announced on the 
tenth anniversary of the death of 
Karl Rogers, Narberth (Pa.) ad- 
vegtising man who pioneered the 
“Narberth Plan” of Catholic news- 
paper advertising in 1929—and on 
the seventh anniversary of the St. 
Louis Catholic newspaper advertis- 
ing program which was launched 
less than three years after Rogers’ 
death by the late Charles Kelly, St. 
Louis advertising executive who 
went on to pioneer the successful 
present K. of C. advertising pro- 
gram on a national basis. We hope 
that advertising will be continued, 
and Mark Gross’ plan will be wide-

WHEN did the United States have its first representative at 
the Vatican and why was it terminated? 


This question was recently ans- 
wered by Marshall Smelser, assist- 
ant professor of American History 
at Notre Dame, for the South Bend 
Tribune, and you will probably be 
ees in having that explana- 
ion. 


The United States maintained a 
Minister to the Papal States from 
1848 to 1867. The principal achieve- 
ment of this mission was to secure 
assurances that the Papal govern- 
ment supported the Union cause in 
the American Civil War, which it 
did, despite Confederate pressure. 
The Papal secretary of state also 
made it clear that the British sup- 
port of the Confederate states was 
disapproved. 


The acting chargé d’affaires ‘who 
closed up the affairs of the Amer- 
ican ministry in 1867, reported to 
the Secretary of State on the rising 
anti-papal movement in Italy at 
the time: “While as an American 
I can truly subscribe myself a re- 
publican and a lover of free in- 
stitutions as Americans compre- 
hend them, I cannot shut my eyes 
to the fact, that the party of action 
in Italy, are unhappily using their 
utmost endeavor, to bring about a 
state of affairs, which would be a 
much nearer approach to anarchy, 
than to liberty. . .” 


Actually the American legation 
to the Papacy, to which General 
Clark has been appointed, was 
never terminated by the United 
States government. As Secretary 
of State Seward wrote to Rufus 
King, Jr., in 1867, after the appro- 
priation act of that year had been 
passed, “This law leaves your mis- 
sion still existing but without com- 
pensation.”

Greatest Woman

devoted her life to caring for the 
sick, 


The fortune became a forerunner 
of our modern foundations, and 
Elizabeth used it all for the needy. 
Her. spiritual adviser instructed 
her to deny herself any comforts, 
and she gave up even her personal 
maids, which she had been used to 
in the palace. At 24, worn out from 
her labors, Elizabeth died. The date 
was November 17th, 1231 — al- 
though we celebrate her feast to- 
morrow, November 19th. 


Almost at once after her death, 
miracles began to be _ reported. 
Only four years after her death, 
Elizabeth was canonized, and ob- 
servers spoke of her as “the great- 
est woman of the German Middle 
Ages.” (To make that clear, it 
should be explained that Thur- 
ingia was a state in Germany, and 
Elizabeth is called Saint Elizabeth 
of Thuringia as well as Saint 
Elizabeth of Hungary.) 


A beautiful legend will serve to 
put finishing touches on the story 
of this saint who spent her life 
doing corporal works of mercy. It 
is not an original story, and it has 
even been reported about other 
saints. But there’s a point to it, 
and it bears repeating. 


Elizabeth (so the legend goes) 
was out one day, distributing 
bread and clothing to the poor. She 
earried such a load of gifts that 
she was bent over with their 
weight. Suddenly she looked up, 
and there was her husband, re- 
turning from a fox or boar hunt. 
Since he was the equivalent of a 
king, he was a little surprised to 
see his wife carrying such a bur- 
den, which made her bend over 
with the weight of it. 


Jumping down from his horse, he 
asked Elizabeth to let him see what 
she was carrying. With some em- 
barrasment, she threw aside her 
cloak — and revealed a basket of 
red and white roses. No flowers 
were in bloom, and the legend does 
not tell us what Elizabeth’s hus- 
band said. But we know that he 
approved of her charity, and we 
know that she gave up the pleas- 
ures of the court to give away all 
that she had.

built. 

You will find the story of Moth- 
er Couderc in a lovely book called 
“Surrender to the Spirit,” written 
by Mother Eileen Surles, and pub- 
lished just a few months ago. I 
hope some of you will take the 
book out of your library and read 
it. Please send me a review of it, 
and I will print the best one and 
send as a prize to its author an- 
other good book. 

It is natural for us to think that 
a Mother Foundress of such a com- 
munity would possess a special set 
of traits and virtues. What kind of 
person would you imagine Mother 
Coudere to be? Would you think 
that she had a very strong person- 
ality so that she could tell people 
what to do and they would do it 
quickly? Would you take for 
granted that she had a great deal 
of firmness, what today we like to 
call administrative ability ? 

When you read “Surrender to the 
Spirit” you will find that none of 
these guesses is right. These quali- 
ties—ruling ability ahd forceful- 
ness—are things that the world 
values. They are helpful to have, 
but they are not much good in do- 
ing God’s work unless they rest on 
a foundation of holiness. You will 
find in the life of Mother Therese 
first a really deep and abiding 
holiness. The principles that guided 
her were not the traits the world 
emphasizes. Let us look at some of 
these principles. 


She Knew No Fear 


OTHER Surles in “Surrender 
to the Spirit” tells us “Mother 
Coudere accepted each moment 
from the hands of God,- quite con- 
tent with whatever came to her, 
confident that His grace would en- 
able her to fulfill His will. She 
knew no fear. Faith was her light, 
and love her strength.” 
In the beginnings of the order, 
as is true more often than not in 
beginnings, there were years of 


religion classes in the ruined cellar 
of an old chateau, and it is said 
they slept with a coverlet of snow 
on their beds. 

Father Terme who directed the 
group of teaching nuns those first 
years was responsible for their 
spiritual formation. His teaching 
is beautiful and can be as helpful 
to all of us as it was in those days 
125 years ago. 

“Let no one say,” Father Terme 
told the Sisters, “Father, I would 
like to improve. Say instead ‘I will 
correct myself.” You must purify 
your hearts.” 

Further he said: “It is not 
necessary that we know God’s pur- 
poses. Only one thing is necessary, 
that we go ahead in faith and love, 
sure of His care.” 

Sometimes the young order was 
faced with really great difficul- 
ties, and Mother Therese, as could 
be expected, was worried: there 
were not enough sisters for all the 
work of catechism instruction in 
the parishes: often the wood shed 
was empty in the midst of a bitter 
cold winter: there was not enough 
food.

RIST: Where, in that rule of 
faith, do you find that the d- 
ance and direction of the Holy 
Spirit is promised to the individual 
searcher of the Scripture?

INQUIRER: What answer would 
You have, dear Lord, to those who 
maintain that the Catholic way 
sets human.yeason aside, and de- 
mands implicit compliance whether 
the teaching seems reasonable or 
not? 

CHRIST: That certainly could 
not be a charge honestly made by 
one of My followers. It is a com- 
mon objection among agnostics, 
infidels and professed atheists; al- 
so a charge made as much against 
Protestantism as against Catholic- 
ism by the so-called “Liberals” of 
modern days. How could any hon- 
est Christian repudiate a mandate 
or a teaching or a moral demand 
made by One Whom he actually 
oe to be his God, infinite wis- 

om 


Human reason should want no 
other proof than that I-am divine, 
that I actually established a defi- 
nite way of salvation; that, as God, 
I had a right to do this whether 
it appeals or does not appeal to the 
man who would prefer to have it 
otherwise. After human reason will 
have been satisfied that I am God, 
that I did declare one way of sal- 
vation, it should cogitate as fol- 
lows: Wisdom requires that I ac- 
cept the plan of God, and My own 
eternal interest calls for such com- 
pliance from me. Therefore I shall 
not be a fool and oppose My God, 
Who certainly will resent it. 

The authority of the teacher 
should be your rational motive of 
compliance. To withhold this, be- 
cause you wish it were otherwise is 
not only foolish, but must endanger 
your salvation. 

INQUIRER: Can one not, there- 
fore, be a Christian without being 
a Catholic? 

CHRIST: Strictly speaking, not, 
although every validly baptized 
person is regarded as a Christian. 
Writing against the Novatians 
centuries ago one of My Bishops 
observed: “Christian is my name; 
Catholic is my surname.” 

While it is true that at Antioch 
My followers were first named 
“Christians,” they were also Cath- 
olics. In that same century was it 
not so stated in the Apostles’ 
Creed: “I believe in the Holy Cath- 
olic Church.” In the Nicene Creed, 
drafted after My persecuted 
Church had received its liberty in 
the Roman Empire, “Bishops from 
the entire Christian world approved 
of the tenet “I believe in One, Holy, 
Catholic and Apostolic Church.’ ” 

You distinguish between Prot- 
estant Christians and Catholic 
Christians. The word Christian 
means “a follower of Christ.” Can 
it be truly said that one is a fol- 
lower of Me, who sets up or up- 
holds a different way of salvation 
than I taught, who listens to teach- 
ers who are in no wise successors 
of those alone who received a com- 
missio#’ from Me? 

Do away with the first great 
error promulgated by modern 
churches and it will be easy to ac- 
cept My Church. That error is that 
the Rule of Faith is a book, no 
matter with what reverence one 
may accept and read this book. Un- 
fortunately this book, assumed to 
contain everything I taught, and 
interpreted so discordantly, has 
created the chaos which prevails in 
modern Protestantism. It has led 
people to reject the most precious 
gift I left with My Church, namely, 
My divine personal presence in the 
Holy Eucharist; to reject the one 
form of public worship I instituted, 
and which has infinite value be- 
cause, through a representative, |

vinced that you know your busi- 
ness; because you know what the 
mother and child need, the ig 
to. which both are exposed, how 
these dangers can be avoided or 
overcome. People expect advice 
and help from you, not of an in- 
fallible nature, of course, but of 
one within the bounds of human 
knowledge and power, in keeping 
with the progress and present state 
of the theory and practice of the 
work in which you specialize. 


If people expect all this from 
you, it is because they trust you, 
and this trust is something emin- 
ently personal, Your person must 
inspire it. That such trust be not 
deceived is not only your keen 
desire but also a demand of your 
office and profession—therefore, a 
duty of your conscience. For this 
reason, you must strive to rise to 
the height of your specific know- 
ledge. 


Your technical ability is also a 
requirement and a form of your 
apostolate. What credit would be 
given to what you say about moral 
and religious problems connected 
with your office if you were to 
appear deficient in your technical 
knowledge? On the other hand, if, 
by your superior technical capacity, 
you are able to command respect, 
your intervention when morals and 
religion are concerned will carry 
much more weight. 


To the favorable opinion won for 
yourselves by your merit, there will 
be added in the minds of those who 
call on you the well-founded con- 
viction that Christianity as carried 
out faithfully by people who are 
convinced of its truth, far from 
being an obstacle to professional 
worth, is a stimulus for and a 
guaranty of it. Such people will see 
clearly that in the exercise of your 
profession you are aware of your 
responsibilities before God; that 
in your faith in God you find the 
strongest motive for rendering 
service, increasing your dedication 
in proportion to the need; that 
from a solid religious foundation 
you draw strength to oppose 
irrational and immoral practices— 
whatever their source may be— 
with a calm, courageous, and un- 
shakeable “No.” 


Esteemed and appreciated as you 
are for your personal conduct no 
less than for your knowledge and 
experience, you will see that you 
are willingly entrusted with looking 
after the mother and the child, 
and perhaps without your being 
aware of it, you will exercise a 
deep—though often silent—and 
most efficacious apostolate of 
practical Christianity. However 
great the moral authority due to 
strictly professional qualities, 
man’s actions for the benefit of his 
fellow-kind are wrought in the first 
place with the stamp of humanity 
and true Christianity.

A few days later, Cecilia is de- 
nounced as a Christian and is con- 
demned to suffocation in a steam 
bath. Coming forth alive and un- 
harmed after three days, she is 
thrice hacked in the neck by the 
blunt sword of the soldier, and af- 
iter two more days gives forth her 
virgin soul to God. 

It is said that during her perse- 
cution sweet™melodies came forth 
from Cecilia’s cell. Quite naturally, 
a soul in love with God is extreme- 
ly happy, and breathes forth this 
joy in melody and song. 


Aid To Piety 


From the earliest days of Christ- 
ianity, singing has been incorpor- 
ated in the liturgy of worship. At 
the institution of the Blessed Sac- 
rament at the last Supper, the 
prayers of thanksgiving included 
singing, for the Bible states, “and 
a hymn being sung,” etc. In the 
fourteenth century, Pope John 


XXII gave directions for the 
“singing of the offices of divine 
praise, through which we express 
the homage due to God.” In the 
following cen the Council of 
Trent further defined the rules for 
sacred music. 

Throughout each succeeding cen- 
tury, the Popes have made signifi- 
eant pronouncements relative to 
the corporate singing and to sacred 
music. On the feast of St. Cecilia, 
November 22, 1903, the now Bless- 
ed Pius X promulgated his famous 
“Motu Proprio” which did so much 
to restore Church music to the 
sacred place it should occupy. This 
holy pontiff saw the value of par- 
ticipating more fully in the fiturgy 
by joining in the singing of the 
Mass and other sacred functions. 
Since his day, more and more par- 
ishes are developing congregation- 
al singing. Thus each one present 
becomes a living participant in a 
more real sense in the sacred mys- 
teries. 

The “Pontifical Higher School of 
Sacred Music” founded in Rome by 
Pius X was encouraged and greatly 
endowed by his successor, Pope 
Benedict XV. Some years later, 
Pope Pius XI set forth his Apost- 
olic Constitution, the “Divini Cul- 
tus Sanctitatem,” in which he 
shows how, “from the earliest 
times the simple chants which 
graced the sacred prayers and the 
liturgy gave a wonderful impulse 
to the piety of the people.” 

In his Encyclical “Mediator Dei,” 
the present pontiff, Pius XII uses 
no less than ten paragraphs in 
which he deals expressly with sing- 
ing in the churches. In explaining 
why the entire congregation should 
sing in church, the Pope gives as 
the basic reason, that people are 
bound to worship God not only as 


individuals, but also as a group or 
community. Worship can not be 
corporate or social if people con- 
fine themselves to internal acts of 
the mind. Hence the value of join- 
ing in the sacred singing in the 
churches. 


It Is Important 


A matter treated so repeatedly |; 
and so urgently by one Pope after | 


another must indeed be one of 
tremendous importance. The fam- 
ily can fulfill its obligation in this 
regard by a cheerful and willing 
cooperation with all that is out- 
lined in the parish church. It will 
mean sacrifice, for time is needed 
for practice, if the rendering of the 
sacred music is to be properly ex- 
ecuted. This may cut in on social 
functions of the family, but the 
sacrifice gladly made will bring re- 
ward both here and hereafter. _ 

Sacred music also has its place 
in the home. When several mem- 
bers of the family are working to- 
gether, a hymn to the Sacred 


fitting and proper. When sung with 
devotion, such is a real prayer. 
Why not let the walls of the home 
resound with the beautiful melod- 
ies of devotional hymns rather than 
the often cold and harsh blasts of 
radio and TV? The tiny tots about 
the house will be able to pick up 
the former as readily as the latter. 
What can be more beautiful than 
to hear the toddler going about 
imitating in his own baby fashion, 
“I Love Thee, O Mary,” or “Bless, 
O Mother Mary,” etc.? Baby ears 
attuned to sacred music will help 
that person develop a real appreci- 
ation of music in the liturgy when 
he takes his place in the adult con- 
gregation. :

Giovanni Battista 
Montini, Substitute Papal Secre- 
tary of State, acknowledged re- 
ceipt of a gift made by the Bish- 
ops, priests and people of the 
United States in the Laetare Sun- 
day collection in support of “the 
universal works of charity of the 
Holy See.”

A 
Catholic primary school just open- 
ed there has cost 68,000 pounds 
sterling ($190,400), of which the 
Catholics had to provide half.
